It costs $4 per capita here in the 
United States lor military and pen­ 
sion purposes, and this is a peaceful 
land, enjoying prosperity that comes 
of peaceful pursuits. 
That ought to 
give one something to think about as 
indicating faintly what must be the 
great burden of the European nations 
for military preparations that make 
possible this 
greatest of 
history s 
wars that will entail burdens for gen­ 
erations to come. 
It is not to be wondered at 
that 
among the toiling masses of Europe 
there is steadily growing sentiment 
against militarism and an unrest due 
to the burdens it and royalty impose. 
It took a revolution to establish gov­ 
ernment by the people in 
this land, 
government which today, with 
alt 
the growing cost, is yet half as bur­ 
densome as the go\ernmentg of the 
warring nations of 
Europe. It has 
required the greatest conflict in the 
•world, now going on, to make 
the 
people of this country, as well 
as 
those of warring nations, fully realize 
and appreciate the benefits of peace 
and the cost of war preparations. 
In this there 
is much 
food 
for 
thought among 
the laboring classes 
of this country who Monday observed 
the annual holiday set aside to do 
them honor. 
They are organized to 
better their lot and to lessen bur­ 
dens which high prices and the cost 
of government impose on them. Can 
they not see what contiued peace will 
bring them? 
Should they, therefore, 
not direct their energies tow ard world­ 
wide peace, that they may not hate 
to pay the price of contiuuai prepa 
ration for war, with the dread of at 
most any time being called to 
the 
front? 
The cost of government falls 
heavily upon their 
shoulders. 
The 
cost of industrial warfare, likewise, 
blights their hope*, for a brighter fu­ 
ture. 
Strikes which throw them into 
idleness and 
retard 
the 
industrial 
growth of the country cast 
burdens 
upon them from which they never 
fully reeo\er. 
Our 
own 
industrial 
warfare, going on in various 
parts 
of the country now, ought to give 
the laboring men something to think 
about as indicating 
what 
peaceful 
methods, such a£ arbitration, would 
accomplish for them. 
It is the cost 
of government, for just as this coun­ 
try is heaping taxes upon its people 
to keep well prepared for war, so are 
their strike agitators taxing them to 
help fight their labor battles. 
Labor 
should begin to fight with peaceful 
weapons and then note the decrease
